Taken To School 


Every morning, long -before the 
sun is awake, Charles Baker is 
up and stirring and pounding down 
the road on the first lap of a daily 
120-mile trip. 

The big orange vehicle that hc 
labeled “Palm 
Beach County Schools” and his 
hegira is as reliable as thé cook's 
crow, Baker starts out from West- 
gate, heads down the trail toward 


. Lake Worth, into Lantana, all the 


way to Boynton, back again 
through West Palm Beach and 
Riviera Beach. . 

All during his course, he stops 
at carefully appointed stations to 
pickup children laden with school- 
books and smiles. Some are wait- 
ing in wheel chairs, some leaning 
on their crutches. Some have dif- 
ficulty making out the bus’s ad- 
vent with their dimmed spectacled 
eyes. Some just wait, holding crip- 
pled arms in happy negligence 
close to their thin bodies, 

Baker likes the kids and they 
like him. His daily 120 mile jour- 
ney. takes 42 wards to and from 
the Palm ch County Crippled 
Children’s Royal Palm School, now 
located in a big, cool white build- 
ing at Morrison Field. These physt- 
cally handicapped children come 
f all dyer the county and they 
> school just like any other 
but they are given the ad- 
vantage of special curriculum., 

Mrs, Margery Crick is the ktnd 
and competent principal of . the

_ ers, all -vitally interested in

eduéation of exceptional children.

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Florida East Coast | Railay Assigns 
Diesel-Electric Engines To Glades 


Six branch line Diesel-electric 
locomotives have been, purchased, 
by the Florida East Coast Railway 
for-use in freight servicé on its 
Cut-off and branch line to the rich 
Lake Okeechobee agricultural di3- 
trict. Four of the new Diesels have 
already been delivered and plated 
in operation. Two more will be re- 
ceived shortly. 

Costing approximately $144,000 
‘each, the new locomotives are 
rated at 1,500 horsepower apiece, 
and are\designed for both switch- 
ing and branch line road service. 
They will entirely supplant steam 
power on the Florida East Coast 
Railway's Okeechobee branch and 
new 30-mile cut-off between Fort 
Pierce and the: Lake. 

Empty cars are being hauled by 
these Diesels from Fort Pierce to 
producing centers in the Glades, 
and there spotted for loading. On 
their return trip, the Diesels pick 
up loaded cars and bring them 
over the cut-off to Fort Pierce, 
there to be assembled into trains 
for prompt movement over the 


‘double track main line to north- 


ern markets. They will aso be used 
to haul sugar cane grown in the 
rich Glades mucklands, a move- 
ment totaling some 30,000 cars a 
year. ` 

Among the advantages of these 
electric-driven locomotives is vir- 
tually “finger-tip control”. They 
can be coupled to cars with great- 
er ease, eliminating heavy impact 
shocks. They accelerate and decel- 
erate more rapidly, and do not re- 
quire’ stops at intervals for water, 


which is the case with -steam 
power. 

The Lake Okeechobee district, 
now: served by these modern 


Diesels, is one of the leading wint- 
er vegetable and sugar producinz 
areas in the United States. This 
season it is estimated that approx- 
imately 13,000 carloads of winter 
vegetables wil be moved from this 
district. Chief products are celery, 
beans, cabbage and potatoes, a'- 
though winter-grown lettuce, rad- 
ishes,. cucumbers, eggplant and 


other delicacies frequently move in 
carload lots,

Race Dates Upheld 
By Supreme Court 


MIAMI—Further protection of 
the state's horse racing revenuc 
» has been given by the recent Su- 
preme Court decision upholding a 
1947 legislative act which placed 
the allocation of horse racing dates 
on the basis of revenue produced. 

The measure provides for-a 120- 
day season of successive 40-day 
periods in the Dade-Broward area, 
with the track producing the most 
tax revenue receiving the first 
choice of dates for the next year. 
The track producing the next higa- 
est amount would have their 

à choice of the remaining periods. 

Under the former statute; the 

bag > racing commission had the power 

to apportion the dates, regardless 
of revenue returned the- previous 
season. 

In adopting the riew statute, the 
legislature decided the old ar- 
rangement was “unsound and un- 
wise, and ‘creates a. condition of 
uncertainty which retards the nat- 
ural expansion and development of 
this business and influences and 
affects the, financial stability of 
the-counties and state.” 

It wag emphasized that “the op- 
eration ofshorse racing and pari- 

, mutuel betting at horse tracks is a 

substantial business compatible tò 
. the best interests of the state, and 

taxes derived therefrom constitute 
A an integral part of the tax struc- 

tuye of the state and counties.” 

In a suit filed by © Gulfstream 
Park questioning the constitution- 
ality of the act, the state. Supreme 
Court ruted on November 19, 1948 
that the statute was valid on ‘the 
basis of public welfare and public 
interest involved. ve r
